_ Mr Steve Gilchrist (Scarborough East): Point of order, 
Mr Chair: I would like to draw to your attention that this 
imendment and in fact every amendment we’ ve dealt with 


in this sequence is quite contrary to the precepts of 
Beauchesne’s and Erskine May, given that the most 
important principle to this amendment being introduced is 
that in fact correspondence should be sent out to what this 
amendment calls “residents,” and then, of a particular 
street. The problem, Mr Chair, is that both under Erskine 
May and under Beauchesne’s, it is absolutely impossible to 
introduce amendments which are vague. 

The problem with the use of the word “resident” is that 
it is not defined in this bill, it is not used anywhere else in 
this bill. Also, it is not used in the Municipal Act itself. The 
term ‘resident’ obviously could be applied any number of 
ways. You and I may have in our minds that it means 
voters or it means adults voters or it means voters that own 
property. It could be any possible number of definitions. 

Interestingly enough, under the Education Act there have 
been needs over the years to redefine what a resident is for 
the purposes of the tax assessment. The problem you face 
here, Mr Chair, is that there is no similar definition in this 
bill. Because the word was not used earlier in this bill, and 
we have passed the stage in the legislation where defini- 
tions may be inserted, we cannot now go back and rethink 
what resident might be. 

I would respectfully suggest that this amendment is out 
of order because it is vague, it does not say who those 
residents are that would be entitled, and more than that, you 
cannot even assume that it means electors who would 
normally be entitled to receive any notice from a munici- 
pality consistent with the sort of notice being sent out here. 
Electors in municipalities need not be resident; they only 
need to own property within the jurisdiction. 

Because it neglects to define it, this bill is inconsistent 
with the standard which is currently in place in the Munici- 
pal Elections Act. It is defined in the municipal election act 
and it is undefined in this statute, and Mr Chair, we have no 
choice: Under Beauchesne and under Erskine May, since 
no two of us in this room probably have the same idea of 
what the word “resident” means, and who would be entitled 
to receive that notice legally if these amendments were 
subsequently passed, I must respectfully ask you to rule 
this amendment out of order. 

Mr Howard Hampton (Rainy River): On a point of 
order: although I doubt very much that this is a point of 
order. The member opposite seems to want to introduce 
great mystery into the meaning of a word. Now, after this 
is passed into legislation, someone may want to go hire a 
lawyer to argue that resident has a particular meaning or 
that resident has an extraordinary meaning or that resident 
has an unusual meaning. I expect, no matter how we might 
try to define the word resident here and now, those argu- 
ments are going to take place in any case. 

What the member is talking about is a legal issue which 
might arise after this passes into law or might not arise after 
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this passes into law. What this member wants to talk about 
are what if’s, maybe’s, possibilities; that has nothing to do 
with whether or not this is in order. That has nothing to do 
with whether or not this amendment is relevant to the bill. 
This member wants to be a lawyer in practice. We are not 
in practice here. We are not applying this law. 

The matter he wants to deal with may happen in a 
courtroom someday and it may happen in a courtroom 
someday, whether we try to define the term “resident” or 
whether we do not define the term resident, as he seems to 
want to do here. What he has, is the possibility of a legal 
problem somewhere, sometime. That is not at all an issue 
before the House now, nor will it ever be. I don’t think the 
member has a point of order. He has a legal fantasy.

Mr Tony Silipo (Dovercourt): Mr Chair, I just want to 
add to this point before you rule that the member opposite 
is trying to make a lot out of the word “resident,” in this 
motion, as if this is a notion that is somehow strange to 
people in trying to understand what is meant by “resident.” 

Perhaps I could make the point this way: If you were to 
ask people like Peter and Mary Jansen what the word 
“resident” means, if you were to ask Joe Di Donato what 
the word resident means, if you were to ask people like Elio 
Pagliei what the word “resident” means, they will tell you, 
because they are four residents of Cafon Court, people that 
I actually talked to last night and who have no qualms and 
no hesitation about being residents now of a street in 
Metropolitan Toronto that, if this bill passes, will have an 
incredible responsibility not just on their own behalf, but in 
fact on behalf of the rest of the residents of Metropolitan 
Toronto. 

With the amendment that was passed last night that has 
this concept of residents in it, we know that those individ- 
uals will have to be consulted before the government 
proceeded with any regulations under this act. Now, of 
course, we still don’t know what is going to happen to this 
piece of legislation before we’re finished with it here, but 
we have to work on the assumption that if this does pass, 
then there will be an issue of interpreting the word “resi- 
dent.” 

Let me just say that there is enough precedent, both in 
the courts of this land and this province and throughout the 
practice, to leave no doubt in anybody’s mind that when we 
are talking about residents, we are talking about people that 
in fact live on those streets. Whether they rent, whether 
they own, that is irrelevant. If there is an issue that’s 
outstanding that somebody wants to question, that’s up to 
the courts to determine and that’s up to anybody that wants 
to question. The test here is not whether there is a defini- 
tion for every word or every term in the legislation. There 
is no such requirement. There is no such requirement: that 
every term be defined. 

Good common sense comes into play, something which 
of course the members opposite seem to conveniently 
forget from time to time. There is no issue about this 
amendment being vague. This amendment is very clear. It 
sets out a process whereby the government would have to 
inform residents who live on the various streets set out in 
the amendments before they could proceed with putting in 
place any regulations under this act the would affect them 
as residents. It’s quite clear. It’s quite straightforward. 
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There is nothing vague about it except for, perhaps, in thé 
member’s mind. 

Mrs Lyn McLeod (Fort William): I wonder, over thi 
course of the next many days, how many new ways govern 
ment members will attempt to find in order to challenge thi 
order of amendments which the Speaker has clearly an 
repeatedly found to be in order.

I would suggest that for the definition, if not spelled ow 
you might revert to other sources of definitions, like th 
dictionary, and I happen to have the Oxford Dictionar, 
here.

One of the considerations you ought to take into mind, 
Chair, is the timeliness of this. Here we go. He’s waited 
until we get to the d-a’s — well, the d, sub a. Granted, 
that’s only the third letter of the alphabet and the beginning 
of that list. Where are we now? Are we at one sixth-plus 
through the number of amendments, the member for 
Beaches- Woodbine? 

Ms Lankin: One sixth, I think. 

Mr Kormos: The people from Dalecrest Drive watching 
this and listening to this now, the residents of Dalecrest 
Drive — that doesn’t confuse you, Chair. I understand that 
you understand when I refer to the residents of Dalecrest 
Drive, know what residents are, and the member for 
Beaches-Woodbine has referred to that useful tool. When 
somebody has difficulty with plain language, they can refer 
to a dictionary. They’re available in most libraries; not for 
long, because those are the libraries that this government is 
shutting down in towns across Ontario in places like 
Welland, Thorold and Pelham. Those are the libraries that 
this government is shutting down. They’re available in 
most schools but not for long, because libraries and schools 
are among the first things that are going to go as this 
government de-funds education across the province of 
Ontario and Bill 104 is going to be part and parcel of that 
de-funding. But I tell you, at the moment, dictionaries are 
available, and the Oxford English Dictionary, along with 
Webster and countless others, will permit this member and 
anybody else considering this legislation to know what the 
word “resident” means. 

Having said that, I should refer you, Chair, to Beau- 
chesne’s Parliamentary Rules and Forms. The member with 
his point of order speaks to the failure of this amendment 
by virtue of its vagueness. That’s the thrust of his objec- 
tion. That’s the body of it. Well, I refer you to Beauchesne 
to tell you what it says about the standard that an amend- 
ment has to meet. I refer you to what is section 570 in 
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Beauchesne’s Parliamentary Rules and Forms, 6th edition, 
published by Carswell Co Ltd, 1989 and that’s on page 
175, Chair. I know you have it with you. The annotation 
number 570: “An amendment cannot be ruled out because 
of its vagueness.” 

Again, Chair: “An amendment cannot be ruled out 
because of its vagueness.” 

Chair, there’s no vagueness here. A resident is a resident 
is a resident. Residents of the six cities of Metropolitan 
Toronto are eagerly awaiting the passage in each and every 
one of these amendments so that they can have a little bit 
of democracy in the process too. We know that the resi- 
dents of Cafon Court 

The Acting Chair: I think the member has made his 
point. 

Mr Kormos: — we know that they have had access to 
democracy. Let’s give some same access to residents of 
others. 

Chair, I would urge this on you: I would urge you to rule 
against this point of order and do it in a way that is so 
dismissive, so scathing, with such disregard for the argu- 
ment of the author of the point of order — you might even 
take a strip off his hide in the course of doing it — so that 
he feels compelled to call upon the Speaker by way of 
challenging the Chair. Chair, I want you to reject this point 
of order with such venom and vigour that the member 
compels you to call upon the Speaker by way of a chal- 
lenge. Thank you, Chair. 

The Acting Chair: I found that exchange interesting and 
in keeping with the nature of this place. As Chair, I believe 
I cannot rule on a legal issue or potential legal issue; that is 
for the courts. Nor is it for the Chair to determine the legal 
meaning of the word “resident” or if there are residents on 
the street mentioned in this motion, so I find the motion in 
order. 

Mr Gilchrist: Mr Chair, with the greatest of respect, I 
appreciate your ruling but I must respectfully challenge it 
and ask you to summon the Speaker. Thank you. 

The committee rose and requested a ruling of the 
Speaker. 

0048 

The Acting Chair: Mr Speaker, the committee of the 
whole has risen to report that a ruling of the Chair has been 
appealed. 

The Speaker (Hon Chris Stockwell): Thank you. 
Please be seated. 

The member for Scarborough East. 

Mr Gilchrist: Thank you, Mr Speaker. I appreciate your 
helping us out on this issue. 

The point on which I rose was to suggest that, in reading 
the amendment, one of the most pivotal points on which the 
entire script revolves is in fact the word “residents.” As 
you’re aware, the — whatever — 1,500 amendments we 
have processed so far and the thousands yet to come each 
are delineated by street within the boundaries of Metropoli- 
tan Toronto, and outside, for that matter. In every case, it 
talks about the residents of that street. 

The problem arises that the word “resident” is not 
defined anywhere in the bill. It is not used in the body of 
the bill itself. It is also not defined in the Municipal Act, 
which this act seeks to open up, nor is it mentioned in any 


of the other subsidiary acts: the City of Toronto Act, the 
City of Scarborough Act etc. 

The fact of the matter, Mr Speaker, is that under | 
variety of authorities, starting with Erskine May, amend- 
ments to bills being put in committee are out of order if 
they are vague. The same is said in Beauchesne, and I'll 
quote. Section 698— and the member for Welland: 
Thorold might want to refer to that section because he 
quoted earlier from an incorrect section — is about the 
admissibility of amendments in committee. It says, “(3) An 
amendment is out of order if it is offered at the wrong 
place...if it is tendered to the committee in a spirit 
mockery or if it is vague... 

Mr Speaker, I would draw your attention to a ruling by 
Speaker Bosley in the federal Parliament on April 30, 1985, 
during the processing of C-15. The Speaker was called 
upon to make a ruling on a number of amendments quite’ 
similar to this one. In particular, the Speaker suggested that 
motions 42 through 49 standing in the name of Mr Ax: 
worthy introduced into the bill two definitions which were: 
not in the original bill and were not foreseen when the bill 
was given second reading. Mr Axworthy argued that 
“cultural heritage“ and “national identity” were not defined’ 
in the clause but, notwithstanding that, they were common: 
ly known idioms, speech, and as such, there was no need to 
put a definition in the bill. Clearly, something like “cultural, 
heritage” means very different things to different people, as 
would “national identity.” | 

In his ruling, the Speaker disallowed those amendments: 
He ruled that they were out of order. He ruled that since 
they were not foreseen when the bill was adopted by the’ 
House at second reading, these motions could not bei 
accepted in committee. 

In earlier conversations we have had, various challenges. 
you yourself have said there are only two authorities tc’ 
which you can refer: Beauchesne and Erskine May. You 
said Perly’s was not an authority. With the greatest ol 
respect, I would suggest that also allows us to infer that the 
Oxford Dictionary or Webster’s or anything else is not an 
authority to which you could refer. 

Let me go further, because this is a very earnest and 
very serious challenge. In fact, in the arguments made by 
members opposite against my original point of order, we 
had two different members in a row stand up and give two. 
totally different definitions of what their understanding 01 
“residents” was. One member stood up and recited the 
names of the adults living in certain homes. Another 
member stood up and cited a definition that said everyon¢ 
that lives there. Clearly, in the absence of any definition ir 
the original act, in this new bill or, quite frankly, providec 
for in the amendments themselves, “residents” could meat 
adults, it could be adults eligible to vote, it could be anyone 
living there, but more importantly, Mr Speaker, it adds 
another element of confusion. 

As you are well aware, in municipalities the case righ! 
now is that to be an elector, and so I make the point that 
you can’t infer that “resident” means “elector,” anyone whc 
owns property is eligible to vote and to receive any official 
notices relating to the sort of regulation that this amend: | 
ment proposes to communicate. So you don’t have to live 
on a particular street; you need to own property on 2 
particular street. The suggestion here again is that only 
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some people who currently receive notices, who are 
currently treated as a group within the context of all 
municipal correspondence or all correspondence from this 
government related to property matters and voting matters, 
will in fact be differentiated. It does not speak to all of 
those people. 
__ My final point I will leave for your consideration is that 
in their amendment, they themselves have improperly or 
perhaps imprudently put in their own qualification, which 
adds to the confusion. It says “the residents of’ — fill in 
the street — “living in the urban area.” Now, Mr Speaker, 
the only inference is somehow you could have residents 
ato aren’t living in the urban area who would not be 
peed to receive the correspondence, who would not be 
allowed to comment. How can you, on the one hand, say 
you are a resident of a street and still have to define that it 
is in the urban area, as opposed to saying “‘any resident”? 
__ The bottom line, Mr Speaker, in all of this is that both 
the authorities, which you quite correctly told us earlier in 
these proceedings are the only authorities which can be 
cited, in both cases make a very clear point. I don’t want to 
belabour the point here now, but I could cite literally 
another half dozen previous rulings on exactly this point 
where concepts, where words which were not part of the 
original bill cannot be introduced at a later stage if there is 
any vagueness, if there is any confusion. 
Mr Speaker, my submission to you is, a word like 
“resident” is burdened with a variety of possible interpreta- 
tions. It is vague. It does undermine the specificness that 
amendments must have when they are brought forward and 
considered in this House. I would ask you to rule this 
amendment and any similar amendment out of order for 
that reason. Thank you. 

Mr Hampton: Speaker, the member opposite is trying 
to create legal confusion which might be of interest to a 
court. In fact, what he’s talking to you about, what he’s 
addressing here is not a point of order; it’s a point lawyers 
might argue about, might argue about in a court of law 
someday. 

Speaker, we might choose here to give the term “resi- 
dent” a particular definition. We might choose to give it a 
narrow definition; we might choose to give it a broad 
definition. Whatever choice we make, it’s very likely that 
someday a lawyer or lawyers may go to court and argue for 
a host of different meanings for the word “resident.” I 
expect lawyers will do that. That’s what lawyers get paid to 
do, to argue for a narrow interpretation, a broad interpreta- 
tion. That might happen some day down the line. 

The possibility that a lawyer might choose to take that 
issue to court or any one of 100 other issues to court and 
argue about the meaning of those words is not, I would 
submit, the matter for a point of order here. The fact of the 
matter is the word “resident” has a fairly common and 
accepted meaning. The fact of the matter is that, as has 
been pointed out by one of my colleagues, someone could 
resort to the Oxford Dictionary to discern what that fairly 
common meaning is. 

_ There’s nothing vague about the word “resident.” 
There’s absolutely nothing vague abut it. The fact of the 
matter is the meaning of the word “resident” is not vague 
at all. And the use of the word “resident” in this section of 
the bill does not lead to vagueness either. 


Now I want to take issue with this member’s point that 
amendments can and should be ruled out for vagueness. I 
don’t concede, as I’ve already argued, that there’s any 
vagueness here. I don’t in fact believe that there’s any 
vagueness at all. I think there’s a fairly good understanding 
of this word and a fairly good understanding of what it 
means in this section of the bill. But if you should find that 
there is vagueness, I would also point out to you that there 
is authority in Beauchesne that amendments should not be 
ruled out for vagueness. 

So, in my humble opinion, the member is not only wrong 
in asserting that there’s something vague about the word 
“resident” as employed in this section of the bill, he’s also 
wrong about the precedent. I would refer you to page 175 
in Beauchesne, section 570: ‘“‘an amendment cannot be 
ruled out because of its vagueness.” I would point that out 
to you. I think that is just as sufficient precedent as any- 
thing the member opposite may think he has discovered. 
0100 

Mr Mike Colle (Oakwood): Mr Speaker, just consider 
one thing. If you were to accept the member from 
Scarborough East’s interpretation of how amendments can 
be instituted on the vagueness qualifier, this government 
was arguing that they had the ability to be vague in the 
argument they had about their amendments on the com- 
munity councils. They said, basically, we’ll set them up in 
a vague form so a new council can set up whatever they 
think is appropriate. 

Also, another amendment they had in terms of the 
creation of neighbourhood committees is they are another 
example that essentially what the government is doing is 
putting forth somewhat of a vague concept: a neighbour- 
hood committee, to be defined either by regulation or by 
performance of the act, the carrying out of the act. So if 
you were to restrict a piece of legislation on the grounds of 
vagueness, you can see how impossible it would be for any 
government to pass any detailed type of legislation. I think 
what really refutes this point of order by the government is 
their own amendments that they put forth just the other day 
on community councils, which are purposely vague, and 
they’ve admitted that. Even in their own legislation they 
referred to neighbourhood councils, and nobody really 
knows exactly what they’re going to do. They’re going to 
be defined by the community at large, going to be defined 
later in the bill. 

Mr Phillips: Mr Speaker, I think we have to remember 
the intent of this motion, and it’s under the heading of 
“public consultation.” What are we trying to achieve with 
the amendment? It’s not to limit the public consultation just 
to the electors or just to those people who may vote in a 
provincial election but to the residents of an area, and the 
residents may or may not include electors. I think that the 
definition “the residents” is exactly what’s implied, and 
that is the people that live there. It’s consistent with public 
consultation. As I say, if the mover of the amendment had 
wanted to limit it to just people who were eligible to vote, 
we could have said that. But no, with significant regula- 
tions that are going to impact on a neighbourhood, we 
should not limit ourselves to people being able to comment 
on them and be aware of them. As it says here, the intent of 
this is so that those residents will be able to get a copy of 
the proposed regulations; the intent is to tell the members 
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of the public where and how to obtain without charge a 
copy of the act; advise members of the public of their rights 
under the paragraphs; and advise members of the public 
where their written submissions and requests for public 
hearings should be sent. 

Mr Speaker, in your ruling I’m sure you’ll take into 
consideration the intent of the motion, which is broad 
public consultation involving all of the residents of a 
community. Whether they are or not on the voter’s list is in 
many respects irrelevant to their ability and their right to 
comment on regulations affecting their neighbourhood. I 
would find it very strange if we were not able to include in 
the public consultation process all the residents. Therefore, 
Mr Speaker, I would respectfully suggest that the motion 
very much is in order. 

Mr Silipo: Speaker, the issue that’s before you in terms 
of whether this amendment should be ruled out of order 
because it’s vague as Mr Gilchrist would argue I think you 
need to look at in the context of the amendment as it’s 
presented and the approach that’s obviously been taken 
traditionally to this. That is, that it’s not your role to 
determine the legality of terms. That’s the role of the 
courts. It is your role to establish in determining whether 
this is vague or not, whether it presents a framework, a 
proposal that on its face makes sense. I suggest to you that 
the amendment as it is structured, on its face, makes ample 
sense because you yourself have found it to be in order 
when it was challenged earlier on the allegation that it was 
trifling. In fact I think we even heard some arguments at 
that point from government members that it was vague and 
I think you dealt in your ruling in part with that, although 
perhaps not directly on the question of vagueness at that 
stage. But the amendment as presented sets out a structure, 
a scheme whereby before regulations under this act are 
enacted, there has to be a process of notice and a process of 
consultation with residents of various streets. 

The term “residents” is a broadly used term, it’s a 
common term that people understand. There’s nothing in 
precedent or in the rules of this House that every term used 
in a piece of legislation has to be defined. And when the 
terms are not defined, again, the courts refer to common 
usage when they are called upon to interpret. But the 
question is, if they are called upon to interpret them, it is 
not the role of the legislation to necessarily define every 
term, nor is it the role of the Speaker to ensure that every 
piece of legislation has every term defined. I think it would 
be really stretching this, Mr Speaker, for you to be asked to 
find that that would have to happen. To find that this is 
vague you would have to find at the end of the day that the 
term “resident” needs to be defined and because it’s not 
defined this is vague. It isn’t required that it be defined, it 
isn’t vague, because it’s a commonly used term which is 
another basic reference point in the way that legislation is 
structured and eventually interpreted when challenged in 
the courts. 

And just to conclude on one point with respect to why 
the reference to the urban areas, if somehow that makes the 
point for the member opposite; I’m sure he would have 
been equally arguing if that wasn’t included that a street 
like Yonge Street for example, which runs inside the urban 
area as defined in this legislation, and outside, that there 
might be some confusion if we didn’t have the term “in the 


urban area” in here. Or, equally a street like Queen Street, 
which is commonly found not just in Toronto but indeed in 
a number of municipalities across the province, that 
somehow that might relate to that. The term “in the urban 
area” which is defined in this act, clearly confines the 
application of this particular amendment. 

But I just want to conclude by reiterating again the 
broader point that you cannot find this amendment to be 
vague because for you to find so you would have to be 
stretching your role to in effect put yourself in a position of 
playing a role of a judge, which is not your job. 

Mr John O’Toole (Durham East): Mr Speaker, it’s my 
pleasure to get up and support briefly the member from 
Scarborough East’s argument with respect to the term 
“resident.” I’d ask everyone here to think about what that 
terms means. When I looked at the proposed NDP amend- 
ments, and J re-read and it said “no regulation that may 
effect the residents of a particular street,” in thinking of it 
I thought of my days when I lived in Toronto while attend- 
ing the University of Toronto, and I was a resident; I was 
a resident of a fraternity or whatever kind of arrangement 
it was. Think about the term. Is there an age appropriate- 
ness to this? Is it all teenagers? Is it boarders within the 
residence, people residing in campgrounds? You could also 
go on add nauseam on the thing and I think it is vague 
enough that it really needs to be completely defined. It’s 
important to recognize that indeed the importance to clearly 
define in the definitions sections all the words that are 
specifically directing the ministry or the staff to take 
ceratin actions. They have to be defined, as they are in the 
Planning Act, which you know a lot of this is defined in the 
Planning Act where people have to be notified of certain 
changes. 

But I suggest respectfully to you, Speaker, that the term 
“resident” is vague, and in conclusion I would ask every 
member here and every person watching and listening here 
today to think about what would be the appropriate age in 
your mind. Would it be 12 years old or eight years old or 
six years old? The residents. 

I think it’s important to dwell on. The “residents” is so 
broad that it is vague. It needs to be defined, and if it does, — 
then I conclude that the amendment itself is vague enough 
that it is out of order. 

0110 

Mrs McLeod: I’1I be very brief, but I do feel as though 
I should rise and make some measure of apology to the 
member for Scarborough East, because I had suggested 
earlier that he was looking simply for novel ways of 
challenging a ruling which you have repeatedly made that 
the amendments before us are indeed in order, and that, 
given the lateness of the date and the lateness of the hour, 
his point of order could hardly be taken seriously. But I 
accept the fact that he has said to you that it is a serious 
point of order that he raises. 

Given that I believe the member for Scarborough East is 
parliamentary assistant to the Minister of Municipal 
Affairs, if that’s correct, if he has serious concerns about 
the definition of “residents” as it applies to the residents of 
Dalecrest Drive named in this particular amendment, then 
he would have similar concerns about the definition of 
“residents” as they apply to the residents of Cafon Court, 
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who are of course named in the government-approved 
amendment which will be accompanying this bill. 

Since I accept the seriousness of his proposal and 
therefore of his concern, I would respectfully suggest that 
the parliamentary assistant seek to withdraw this bill until 
there can be the clarification that he seeks. 

Mr David Tilson (Dufferin-Peel): I’m rising to support 
the member for Scarborough East with respect to his point 
of order that this amendment is vague, and he is basing that 
on authority from the 6th edition of Beauchesne’s, page 
207, which talks about an amendment being out of order “if 
itis offered at the wrong place in the bill, if it’s tendered to 
‘he committee in a spirit of mockery or” — and I think this 
's the point that he’s relying on — “if it is vague or trifl- 
ing.” I think the issue that’s he’s emphasizing with respect 
(0 his submissions to you is that it is vague. 

The whole purpose of this amendment, as I understand 
t, is to give notice to the residents of the various streets in 
hese series of amendments. It’s important who one gives 
10tice to, and that is the design of the amendment. 

If you look at the different wordings that are used with 
‘espect to subsection (4), it talks initially of the residents of 
he particular street living in the urban area, and that carries 
on on the first subpoint. 

Then in the second subpoint, it refers to members of the 
oublic. It doesn’t even refer to residents living in the urban 
area. It says that the following conditions must be satisfied, 
ind the first has to do with residents living in the urban 
irea. 

Then it says, “The minister has considered all written 
submissions made by members of the public.” I quite 
tankly don’t know what that means. Does that mean 
nembers of the public living on the particular street? Does 
t mean members of the public in the urban area? Does it 
nean members of the public living anywhere in the 
rovince? It doesn’t say that. It simply says “members of 
he public.” 

Then in subsection (3) it reverts to yet another descrip- 
ion. It talks about “10 or more persons” requesting a public 
learing within 30 days. We’ve now moved to another 
lescription. We’ve moved from residents living in the 
irban area to members of the public to 10 or more persons. 

With due respect to the members of the New Democratic 

?arty who drafted this amendment, it is a very poorly 
irafted amendment. I would suggest that it is vague. There 
ire other pieces of legislation both in the province and in 
he federal government that talk very specifically of what 
1 resident is. Why do they do that? 
_ For example, the income tax, who are we going to tax? 
When do you become a resident to be specifically taxed 
vith respect to living in our country? There’s a section in 
he Income Tax Act that says how long you have to live 
here to be a resident. There are other sections. To qualify 
or health coverage, you have to live in the province of 
Jntario — the health minister’s not here — I don’t know 
10W many number of days it is, but you have to be a 
esident in the province for a certain number of days, and 
f you don’t, you don’t get health coverage. 

There are other qualifications. The Minister of Education 
Ss here and we talked earlier of — 

Mr Kormos: That is going to help us. 

Mr Hampton: Careful, this is not his forte. 
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The Speaker: Order. 

Mr Tilson: We talked about the qualification of a 
residency for attending certain schools, and that is defined 
in the Education Act. So every piece of legislation talks 
about that qualification. This piece of legislation, the 
amendments that have been put forward by the members of 
the third party, does not do that. Yes, the member for 
Durham East is quite correct, there are all kinds of possibil- 
ities as to who are residents. He talked about students 
residing in an area for a particular period of time. He talked 
about infants. Infants are residents. I know that sounds 
silly, but — 

Ms Lankin: I guess if they ask to appear at the public 
hearings you would have — 

The Speaker: The member for Beaches-Woodbine. 

Mr Tilson: The member says, yes, if they ask to appear, 
but is that the intent? Is everyone from all ages given the 
right to attend? You haven’t said that. 

The description as to who are residents clearly is not in 
this piece of legislation. People from other countries who 
may be visiting as tourists, may be coming for a short 
period of time — 

Interjection: There you are. 

Mr Tilson: The member says, “There you are.” But I’1l 
tell you, it’s very important as to who qualifies for this 
specific amendment. I would submit that that has not been 
done, and I think the members in the New Democratic 
caucus say, “Well, these are matters for our courts,” that 
these matters should be dealt in a court of law. Surely, 
when we’re creating legislation in this place, we try to be 
a little bit specific to provide guidance as to who you’re 
going to give notice to, who is a certain individual, who 
qualifies for this specific piece of legislation. Do we allow 
everyone around the world to qualify? That’s absolutely 
silly. 

There is a certain responsibility on all of us, whatever 
government it is, in preparing legislation to be very specific 
as to who we’ re talking about. This amendment doesn’t do 
that. I submit it is vague, and for the reasons given by the 
member for Scarborough East, I would submit that it be 
ruled that all of these and this amendment, the succeeding 
amendments dealing with the same subsection and the 
previous amendments dealing with this same section, are 
all vague and should be struck out as being vague. 

The Speaker: Again, I don’t want to cut anyone off. 
Points of order are very important. I will hear them. Again, 
I’ve heard a very broad cross-section from each caucus. If 
you could just be succinct and to the point, I’d greatly 
appreciate it. 

Ms Lankin: Mr Speaker, there are three basic points that 
I want to address. You’ve heard the arguments already 
about the fact that once the legislation is passed there may 
well be differences of interpretation that are resolved 
through a legal process. I won’t go over that. 

I would say what I’ve heard from a number of members 
in this debate about whether or not they think the amend- 
ment 1s a good amendment or not, and had there been time 
for debating those amendments, there may well have been 
further amendments that come from that, but under the time 
allocation process, as you know, we were unable to pursue 
that. Whether or not it is wise to have definitions of many 
more terms that may be found in this legislation or other 
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legislation does not make the term vague or does not make 
that a point of order. It speaks to the appropriateness of the 
debate and whether members support particular amend- 
ments and/or bills that come before the Legislature. 

The two main points that I do want to address with you 
are that the member for Scarborough East himself referred 
to a ruling in the Parliament of Canada by Speaker Bosley 
in which Speaker Bosley himself talked about certain terms 
that have common usage. I would think that “residents” 
would fall very, very nicely into that description of a term 
that has common usage. In fact, if you look to a dictionary 
definition of “resident,” it is not a complicated term, it is 
not one that is open to a lot of interpretation. It’s simply in 
the Oxford Dictionary referred to as “a permanent inhabit- 
ant” and it gives examples, “of a town or of a neighbour- 
hood.” In this case, we’ve been actually more specific as 
opposed to being vague by saying it is a resident of a 
particular street in the urban area. So we have actually 
given it greater definition. We’re talking about permanent 
residents on a particular street in the urban area. 

The second point I want to raise with you is one of 
timeliness. I pointed out earlier that the government 
majority in fact, by not objecting to the term “residents” in 
an amendment with respect to the residents of Cafon Court, 
have passed an amendment to this bill already which 
contains the exact same wording. I believe that is a second 
argument for you to look at.

Mr John L. Parker (York East): I will endeavour to 
keep my remarks brief. I just have a few points to make, 
drawing in some respect on points that have been made 
already. I think it’s important to bear in mind that the term 
in question, “residents,” is pivotal to this entire suggested 
amendment. It’s not an incidental term to the amendment; 
it is the key term to the thrust of the entire amendment. 

If there’s any vagueness to that term, then the entire 
provision falls. If we can’t pin down with some certainty, 
with some clarity what is meant by the term “residents” in 
this case, then the entire effect of the amendment is of no 
effect. So itis absolutely certain that we be clear as to what 
we mean by this term. It is therefore hard to understand 
why it is not given a definition within the amendment or 
why a definition of some authority in the act or elsewhere 
is not referred to. We are left to surmise what is to be 
understood by the term “residents.” 

We’re told that this is for the courts to decide. An 
element that is so central to the effect and the meaning of 
the provision is not something that this Legislature should 
leave to the courts to decide. The courts look to this House 
for some guidance as to what is to be meant by the term. 
The courts must take their guidance from this House, and 
it is the responsibility of this House to provide that guid- 
ance. What we have here is something that entirely fails to 
provide that guidance. 

Apart from the points that have been made already, I 
note that the term is referred to in the plural in this sug- 
gested amendment. We’re not clear on how many residents 
are to be included. Is it all the residents of the street? Is it 
some of the residents of the street? One thing we do know 
is that it’s not a single resident of the street. If only one 
resident of the street is affected and the other residents of 
the street are not affected, then this provision does not 


apply, because this provision does not apply to any resident 
of the street; it applies to residents, plural, of the street. 

After having done that, it is then qualified, having 
opened the category up to residents, there is then a qualify- 
ing provision that says “residents...living in the urban 
area.” The point has been made, well, Queen Street, there 
are Queen Streets in various places around the province. 
Yonge Street extends beyond the urban area, but the 
qualifying term “living in the urban area” does not qualify 
the street; it qualifies residents. 

In this particular case, Dalecrest Drive is entirely within 
the urban area. So the expression residents of Dalecrest 
Drive living in the urban area” is either a redundancy or it’s 
a qualifier that confuses the term “residents.” Again, I 
emphasize that the term “residents” is the pivotal term in 
the entire provision, and for that to be so seriously vague 
undermines the effect of the entire provision. 

The point has also been made that there are terms in the 
bill that are left for greater definition in due course. The 
term “community council” was used as an example. It’s not 
the same thing. It is one thing for a bill to use a general 
term for which greater particularity is to be developed in 
the fullness of time, either by regulation or, as is suggested 
in this bill, by the municipal council itself after incorpor- 
ation in 1998. That is a general term, not a vague term. This 
is not a general term. This is simply a vague term that we 
are talking about here, not the same thing at all. 

For all of those reasons, and for the other reasons that 
have been put forward already by my friend from 
Scarborough East and my friend from Dufferin-Peel, | 
recommend that you rule in favour of the submission. 

Hon John Snobelen (Minister of Education and 
Training):Mr Speaker, I too would like to stand in support 
of this point of order from the member for Scarborough 
East, although I want to point out very clearly to the Chair 
that I am in no way supporting his choice of shirts this 
morning. 

But I do think this is a serious matter. I think it has been 
pointed out by the member for Dufferin-Peel that there are 
a number of interpretations of “resident” in a number of | 
different acts, that there has been a lot of litigation in the 
past about residency, and there have been a variety of 
different challenges. 

I cannot find the logic in the argument made by some of 
our colleagues on the other side that somehow this should 
be left to the direction of the courts. I certainly agree that 
the courts can make whatever ruling on legislation that they 
deem, but this amendment does not charge the courts with 
doing anything. 

This amendment is very specific: It charges the minister 
of the crown responsible to make certain contacts, and it 
makes those contacts so vague as to leave it unclear 
whether the minister has kept up with the amendment, has 
in fact stayed within the limits of the legislation or not. The 
minister in question can make contact with some of the 
public and it could be said that he has not upheld this 
particular amendment. So it is a critical point because a 
minister of the crown could not know whether he was 
complying or not complying, and surely that should be 
contained in the legislation. 

Mr Gilchrist: On a final point of order, Mr Speaker. 
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The Speaker: It may be your final point, member for 
Scarborough East. 

Mr Gilchrist: Just to respond to some of the comments 
that have been made earlier. I really think what you have 
heard here is proof positive of the different definitions that 
people have, the different interpretations that can be made 
of this. This is not something that is subject to some legal 
challenge in the future. We are being asked to make a 
judgement on this right now. 

Let me give you just one other ruling. I know it’s an 
awesome responsibility for the table and for the Chair to try 
and maintain a knowledge of all these previous rulings. 
You had mentioned precedent — again, in Ottawa in July 
1977 the Honourable James Jerome ruled on certain 
amendments put forward by Mr Mazankowski, which 
sought to make certain operations of Air Canada subject to 
public hearings and, again, because the motion introduced 
elements and terms that were foreign to the original bill, 
and for only those reasons, the Honourable Mr Jerome 
ruled that those amendments were out of order. 

We have an absolute inability to rationalize what exactly 
is meant by “residents.” Again, the point was made earlier, 
we can’t use dictionaries. We can’t use other things. In fact, 
[ find it incredibly interesting that the member opposite 
read from the Concise Oxford Dictionary, and its definition 
of “resident” and “residence” is almost completely differ- 
2nt. It speaks of just “to dwell in” or “dwelling at a spec- 
ified place, especially for the performance of duties,” so 
oresumably we are residents of this building. 

I remember when the squatters took over certain vacant 
duildings on Toronto Island. Would they have been 
-onsidered residents to whom legal notice would have had 
0 be sent? Would the residents of a motel and a hotel, the 
deople in there, would they be required — but, again, we 
ave precedent. We have Beauchesne. We have the conver- 
sations you have heard in this House in the course of 
speaking to this point of order. 

With the greatest of respect, Mr Speaker, this is an 
-xtraordinarily vague word. It introduced a new concept 
ind, therefore, as specified in Beauchesne and Erskine 
May, is completely out of order. 

_ The Speaker: I appreciate your submissions. If I could 
ust take a 10-minute recess to review and Il] report back. 

The House recessed from 0128 to 0145. 

_ The Speaker: I'd like to thank the members again for 
heir submissions. Let me start by saying, and I’ ve said this 
yn a number of occasions in the past: A Speaker cannot 
ule on a legal issue or potential legal issue; that is, simply 
ut, for the courts to decide. Nor is it for the Speaker to 
jetermine the legal meaning of the word “resident,” or if 
here are residents on the street mentioned in the motion. 

From a procedural! point of view, a committee encoun- 
ers vagueness when it is presented with a proposition the 
neaning of which it cannot reasonably determine. I do not 
selieve the motion at hand falls into that category. 

The effect and impact of the motion, if it is passed, is, I 
hink, straightforward and easy to determine. It has a link 
0 the framework of the bill and is, therefore, not vague 
tom the view of the ability of the committee to ascertain 

ts essential meaning. It is my view that an informed reader 
of this motion can reasonably understand what is meant and 
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what a “resident” is. For these reasons, I find the motion in 
order and uphold the ruling of the Chair.

Your direct 
quote was, at 1008, “I can tell you that I was one of the 
people who filed them, as well as the leader of our party, as 
well as several other NDP members of the caucus.”

I’m not 
quite sure what you are asking that you want me to do 
about that. I can apologize for the slip. That’s the first 
point. 

The second point I want to confer with the table officers 
about. I think I know the answer to this, but I want to 
confirm that I’ve got it right, if you’ll just give me a 
moment. 

To that point: I was correct in my own judgement of this; 
it’s been confirmed. I’1l go back again to what I said earlier 
and what you spoke to, and that is that these amendments 
have been deemed to have been moved. There is no name 
attached to those amendments — my name or no name is 
attached to them. It’s from the NDP and they were tabled 
before 2 last Wednesday. Yes, I did in fact walk with the 
boxes into the Clerk’s office, but there is nothing out of 
order with my doing that, and I should think that the ex- 
Deputy Chair would remember that. You will recall on 
many occasions, as I now do when I am sitting in the chair 
when the House is in session, sometimes bills are called 
that I am the critic for — say, the environment — and I 
have made some amendments, in that case in my name, and 
then later I end up in this chair in an impartial manner 
making rulings and chairing the debate.

Hon Mr Villeneuve: Mr Speaker, thank you for your 
indulgence. Some certain matters were discussed during the 
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presentation of the amendments to Bill 103, and as you 
know and I know, we are all honourable members in this 
place. Our colleague who was in the chair, chairing com- 
mittee of the whole, was asked by my colleague from 
Nepean regarding how the amendments came about and 
who presented them and where they were drawn up. 

As you know, Speaker, we do not have the benefit of 
Instant Hansard, so we had to wait and run the tape, so I 
will have to attempt to quote as best I can from what we 
derived from the tape, which was in the area of 1005 to 
1007. 

The Speaker: Do your best on that. 

Hon Mr Villeneuve: The question was from my col- 
league from Nepean, “Who were they filed by?” referring 
to the amendments to Bill 103, and the reply, as best as I 
can make out, from the Chair of the committee was, “I can 
tell you that I was one of the people who filed them, as well 
as the leader of our party, as well as several other members 
of the NDP caucus.” I had the privilege of occupying your 
chair in the last Parliament as well as the chair of the 
committee of the whole, and yes, the honourable member 
who was in the chair at that time did apologize for having 
left a perception of being politically partisan in referring to 
“our party” while in the chair, and I accept that. 

However, the fact is that the same person has admitted 
to being one of the people who filed the amendments, and 
for an hour we did present amendments prior to going into 
what we are into, the presentation of the amendments, and 
therefore I am simply asking you, sir, if the Chair of the 
committee of the whole was part of getting these amend- 
ments prepared, was part of that, or, as she admits, one of 
the people who filed them, can she indeed chair in the 
processing of these amendments? Because in standing 
order 12 it certainly says the Speaker shall not in any way 
participate in the debate. 

I simply leave it to your good judgement. The honour- 
able member admitted to having filed amendments. Then 
I think the least we could do is find those amendments that 
were filed by the honourable member who was Chair and 
have them declared out of order. 

The Speaker: The member for Algoma. 

Mr Wildman: My friend from the united counties and 
East Grenville has analysed or put forward the position as 
occurred in the initial exchange but has not delineated the 
actual ruling that was challenged. The ruling was that, as 
per the time allocation motion, as of 5 o’clock on Wednes- 
day the amendments were deemed to have been put and are 
before us as per the time allocation motion. 

The Chair of the committee of the whole House did 
indeed apologize for any perception of partisanship and 
indicated that she should have, in referring to the leader of 
my party, said the leader of the New Democratic Party and 
has apologized for that and has indicated that it was a slip 
which she regrets. 

I think that in looking at this situation we have to 
understand, all of us, the context of this. We are in a rather 
extraordinary situation and all three chairs of the committee 
of the whole House have done extraordinary service to this 
Legislature, and they’re all, I suspect, rather tired. I think 
it’s quite understandable that one of them, perhaps all three 
of them, at one time or another, may indeed make a slip. 
For that she has apologized. The point is, though, the

tees generally, committee of the whole House or other 
committees of the Legislature which are chaired by mem- 
bers of the Legislature, it is not unusual for individuals to 
occupy the chair of committees, whether it be the commit- 
tee of the whole House or other committees, that are 
dealing with amendments that at one time previously may 
have been filed even by themselves. They are still properly 
before the committee and can be dealt with in a non- 
partisan way by the chair of that committee. I would hope 
that would be an appropriate way of proceeding with this 
particular situation. 

The Speaker: The member for Kingston and The 
Islands. 

Mr Gerretsen: There are basically just two points I 
would like to make. First of all, I would draw your atten- 
tion to how this matter started. It was the member for 
Nepean who specifically asked, and I happened to be 
watching this on television in my office, “Who filed these 
amendments?” He, in other words, knowing full well that 
the debate on all the particular motions that came before us 
had long ceased, as of 5 o’clock or 6 o’clock on Wednes- 
day — he knew full well that we were no longer in debate 
and he specifically egged on the Chair at the time by 
saying, “Who filed these amendments?” That’s the first 
point. If he had not asked the question, then there would 
have been no need for her to say anything. 
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The second point I would simply like to make is that I’ ve 
only been in this House for two years, but as far as I’m 
concerned, all I’ve ever heard at any committee is that all 
amendments are either government amendments, Liberal 


amendments or NDP amendments. They are not the © 


specific amendments of any specific person who belongs to 
any one of the parties. So it’s totally immaterial as to who 


actually did the filing. They are filed on behalf of the party — 


or the government that’s filing them at that time. 
As has been stated in each and every amendment that has 
been read aloud here, it is not a particular member’s motion 


that is before this House, it is an NDP amendment or a © 
motion to make a change to this particular bill. Quite | 
frankly, I think to take issue with something like this — | 
and I totally concur with my colleague from Algoma that — 
all the Chairs, irrespective of parties, over the last three or | 
four days, have done an excellent and exemplary job. To © 
now somehow take our frustrations out against a Chair who | 


may have inadvertently made a slip of one word by saying 
“our party” rather than the New Democratic Party I think 
quite frankly is absurd. 


Mr Baird: I think it’s important at the outset to put © 
something on the record. I know the member for Riverdale; | 
I work with her every day and I can tell you that she’s an © 


honourable person. I don’t think we can allow partisan | 
battles to become so mean-spirited that it affects our good ~ 
relations as legislators to work with one another. So this is | 


not an issue with respect to her integrity or to her status as 
an honourable member, because I know her to be one. 


I would argue that when I rose in my place, I asked and — 
wanted to know who these amendments were made by. At | 
the top of the amendment sheets that were provided to our | 
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party, it says, “I move,” and obviously the person in 
question in the chair, or whoever it is, does on occasion 
read that. I was told no, the amendments have not been 
moved by anyone. The Chair at that time ruled that given 
the terms and conditions of the time allocation motion, they 
were deemed to have been moved, and she’s right, and I 
acknowledged that the last time I got up. 

It comes to the question of who filed the amendments. I 
didn’t know who filed the amendments. I know in the case 
of our amendments, they were filed by the minister and his 
parliamentary assistant. So I asked in this place who filed 
the amendments. She at that occasion said parties presented 
amendments. “No particular person I can designate.” I said 
parties can’t present amendments; they have to be members 
of the Legislative Assembly to present these amendments. 
For example, community associations can’t present amend- 
ments; associations, Citizens for Local Democracy, Citi- 
zens in Support of One Toronto can’t present amendments; 
businesses can’t present amendments; unions can’t present 
amendments. They have to be presented by members of the 
Legislative Assembly in this place. 

Given that fact, I asked point blank at 1007, “Who are 
they filed by?” Response —I quote, and this is directly 
taken from the videotape: “I can tell you that I was one of 
the people who filed these, as well as the leader of our 
party and several other members of the NDP caucus.” She 
filed those amendments. It’s further in black and white, in 
colour, in picture, a picture of her filing the amendments, 
which is important to note. She filed these amendments and 
she knew that she would be in a position that she would be 
called upon under the terms and conditions of the time 
allocation motion she would be in a position to adjudicate 
these in committee of the whole, because we knew it was 
going to committee of the whole in a time allocation 
motion which was before the members presented the 
amendments. Obviously, there’s a very strong need to have 
independent adjudication. That is represented as a part of 
natural justice in virtually every adjudication body which 
we have. 

There’s no Instant Hansard, so I would hope to be 
listened to. 

The Speaker: I appreciate that. 

Mr Baird: Would you like me to go over what I said 
earlier? 

The Speaker: There’s no need. 

Mr Baird: What did I last say? 

The Speaker: Member for Nepean, take your seat. I 
appreciate the time and the effort that you’ ve put into this 
and I appreciate the time it is now. I’m listening to your 
submission. Please make it. 

Mr Baird: | think it’s imperative that these decisions be 
adjudicated in an independent manner and I believe, sir, 
that there’s no option but to disallow the amendments that 
were filed by the member, both that these have already 
been half dealt with by this place and those that are before 
us, given that this independence has been compromised. 

Section 27 of the standing orders has a relevant area to 
this — not exactly, and I concede that. “27. No member is 
entitled to vote upon any question in which he or she has a 
direct pecuniary interest, and the vote of any member who 
has such an interest shall be disallowed.” That’s not 
directly related to the issue at hand, but I think it is 


extremely close that in the adjudication of that the individ- 
ual in question filed the amendments. She says they were 
partly her amendments. I don’t think there’s any court or 
any other adjudicative body where when an individual is 
supposed to be there to provide independent, non-partisan 
adjudication, they have a — “pecuniary” I think is a per- 
sonal interest, if you check the thesaurus or a dictionary. 

I think there’s no alternative whatsoever but to set those 
amendments aside that were presented by someone who 
knew they would be called upon to adjudicate. This is not 
that we didn’t know which committee it would go to. 
Under the terms of the time allocation motion it was very 
clear and very specific. For example, a critic would not 
chair a committee. We would not have the critic — I know 
the member for Ottawa South, the member for Ottawa 
Centre at various times, the member for Nickel Belt has at 
various times chaired a committee. They don’t present 
amendments as the Chair because they know they’re going 
to be called upon to exercise an adjudicative function in the 
course of clause by clause, in the course of the conduct of 
the public hearings. 

I don’t think there’s any option for those amendments 
but to say they’ ve been compromised, those amendments 
we’ ve dealt with and those amendments before the Clerk, 
to be set aside and deemed that they have been compro- 
mised. The amendments were clearly — the member in 
question clearly said she had presented them. That’s a 
direct quote. I take her at her word. We’ ve got a picture of 
her doing it, clearly presenting the amendments. I think 
there’s no other option than that they be put aside. 

Mr Cordiano: | think the point of order is completely 
groundless that’s been made by the members for S-D-G 
and Nepean. In fact, it is beneath members of this House to 
impute motives as pertains to the standing orders under 
section 23(i). What is being alleged in fact impugns the 
motives of the member for Riverdale, who sat in the chair 
and who I think is by all accounts and from every member 
of this House, when a member sits in the chair for commit- 
tee of the whole or sits in fact as a Chair of any committee, 
we all take it that the member has, as considered by the 
entire House, the honour to sit in that chair and should be 
respected. 

Again, what is being undertaken here is an undermining 
of members of this House who sit in the chair. This has 
been done repeatedly during the time I’ve been sitting in 
the House for the last six hours, where members have 
imputed motives on the part of the member who was sitting 
in the chair. I think that’s unbecoming of any member of 
this House. It undermines the credibility of this assembly. 
Therefore, I would ask the members to withdraw their 
allegations. 

Hon Mr Villeneuve: I am not in any way, shape or form 
imputing motives, absolutely not. Speaker, I ask you — 
this will not be a precedent setter — to go to the tape. 
You’ ve gone to the tapes before. I ask you to go to the tape 
again if you figure I’m imputing motives. 

Hon David Johnson: Point of order, Mr Speaker: I think 
it’s very clear that the members of the government are not 
imputing motives. Indeed, the member for Nepean has 
indicated his high regard for the member for Riverdale, and 
I will too indicate my high regard for the member for 
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Riverdale. Having known the member for several years in 
political life, I have a very high regard for her. 

I think the issue at hand here is the Speaker’s position, 
the Deputy Speaker’s position. These are positions that 
somewhat remind with regard to Caesar’s wife: there must 
not only be the — she must not only be virtuous, but there 
must be the perception of being virtuous.

The difficulty we have, and particularly in the context of 
the last several days, Mr Speaker, is because we are 
involved in very detailed and laborious, and frivolous in 
many cases, debate. We see decisions that have highlighted 
the need for absolute independence, absolute unbiased 
nature not only in reality but in perception. Perhaps that’s 
what we’re talking about, perception. Appearance of 
independence must be fully maintained, and that’s what the 
problem is that we have: a ruling, for example, that was 
made with regard to when somebody said no in this 
Legislature a couple of days ago, when a “no” was said but 
was it before, was it after the word “carried,” was it close 
enough or was it not close enough? 

These are becoming important issues, unfortunately, so 
there is a need to look at this most seriously. It is evident 
that the member for Riverdale has indicated her involve- 
ment to the member for Nepean through filing the amend- 
ments, and I think the task is up to you, given the context 
of what’s happened over the last several days, to determine 
if that doesn’t render some doubt, at least in perception, 
about the independence of the position of the person in the 
chair. I think that’s a most serious consideration, and in 
view of rulings that have taken place over the last several 
days I would ask you to give consideration to it. 

The Speaker: Just before the member for Yorkview, I 
have a question to the government House leader. The 
ramification of that submission you make, the decision that 
you see to be taken is exactly what? That is what I am 
seeking. What are you asking me to do? 

Hon David Johnson: My understanding is that the 
member for Nepean is at least asking that the amendments 
in question when the member was in the chair be set aside 
and I would think that at least should be investigated. I 
think you should investigate and take under consideration 
since the — and this is a position. You know, when we’re 
elected to this House we deal with the integrity officer, we 
go through a very serious — 

The Speaker: The question’s very clear. I’m just 
seeking — 

Hon David Johnson: — broader context of, in addition, 
all of the amendments that have been tabled, given the fact 
that the Chair has been involved, by her own admission, in 
filing those amendments, all of them, but specifically if you 
rule that there is no difficulty in regard to all of the amend- 
ments, at the very least you should look at the amendments 
which were considered when the member was in the chair. 

The Speaker: I appreciate your points of order. As I 
said very early on, I’m willing to hear them all, but if you 
can, now that we’ ve been around the horn here, give them 
to me in a very concise and direct manner, I’d really 
appreciate it, and if you feel that they’ ve been submitted, 
I’d appreciate that as well. 
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Mr Sergio: I just want to add my views on this particu- 
lar challenge to the Chair. I want to go back first of all to 
what the member for Nepean has said with respect to the 
member occupying the chair, the present Chair of the 
committee of the whole. I would say that order 27 does not 
apply. He has made a reference to voting. I could see if 
they had a problem if the Chair voted or attempted to vote 
on one of the amendments, if the Chair, were, let’s say, 
taking sides. But we did not get to that particular point that 
the Chair was forced to vote. 

The other thing is that we have already decided. This is 
the third time. The amendments have been introduced. To 
pick, if you will, for lack of better words, on a particular of 
the Chair of the House, other than the Speaker or some of 
the other appointed Deputy Speakers — any other member 
of the House would have exactly the same problems. The 
amendments introduced by the third party or the opposi- 
tion, the Liberal Party, are seen as amendments to the bill. 
No other member of our side should then, if this were to be 
the case, sit in that particular chair and chair the committee 
of the whole. For the same case, I would say the same thing 
would apply as well to Mr Galt, the member for 
Northumberland, who has been so valiantly chairing the 
committee of the whole, because there are amendments 
brought into the House by the government side. Nobody is 
complaining that he’s taking any side with respect to those 
amendments. 

I would say the amendments introduced by the third 
party are quite in order. They have been here already for 
awhile. Nobody has complained before. The Chair has 
made absolutely no attempt whatsoever. Every Chair, 
including the present Chair, has been very good in calling 
to the attention of both sides of the House the voting 
procedures, so I really don’t see the benefit of this particu- 
lar challenge. 

Mrs Marland: I will be very brief and I will not repeat 
something that has been said. I think that the comments 
from the member for Lawrence about imputing motives 
were a little regrettable because they taint the point that is 
being made by a former honourable Speaker. I think that 


the member for S-D-G and East Grenville has been very — | 


clear in his point. 

But another point that I hope you will consider is the 
point made by the member for Algoma, who said that 
everyone is tired and it is possible to make mistakes when 
everybody is tired, which I think everyone in this chamber 
will agree to at this point. 

But further to that, the Chair, the member for Riverdale 
did say she was sorry, she issued her apology while she was 
still in the chair, whereby she was admitting that she had 
made a mistake. You know, we’re into this situation for 
different reasons from different sides of the House, and we 
all understand that, but two days ago, when another Chair 
took a decision that something had not been said which in 
fact had been said by three honourable members —

I 
hink you will be able to draw the conclusion yourself 
which we will be happy with. 

_ Mr John Gerretsen (Kingston and The Islands): Very 
juickly and just dealing with the point the government 
douse leader brought up, number one, if it all relates to the 
nicture that was in the Toronto Star, that picture was in 
here three or four days ago and I simply ask the question, 
vhy didn’t the government members raise this issue 
yefore? Why did they wait for three days? 

_ Number two, for him to call into question each and every 
imendment that was dealt with while the particular Chair 
vas in the chair, if there was no concern about it before- 
iand, surely to goodness you wouldn’t go back to any 
ulings that she made on those matters prior to this incident 
(rising. That would be absolutely absurd. Because it looks 
o me as if the government is trying to stall this business 
vhen it claims publicly that it wants to move it along. 
Zertainly by calling into question every one of the amend- 
nents that she dealt with is just another stalling tactic, as 
ar as I’m concerned. 

_ Hon Mr Leach: Mr Speaker, I’ll be very brief. The 
jovernment amendments were tabled by myself and my 
wo parliamentary assistants — the member for Oxford and 
he member for Scarborough East. I think that everyone 
vould agree that it would be totally inappropriate for either 
if these parliamentary assistants who tabled motions to sit 
n the chair. I think this is a very similar set of circum- 
tances.

The House cannot function if the impartiality of the 
residing officer is questioned. It is fundamental to the 
‘rogress of business in this place that the committee 
chairs, the presiding officers and indeed the Speaker are 
‘resumed to be neutral and non-partisan when they preside 
iver the proceedings in a Parliament. The system we have 
nat sees presiding officers of all three political parties is 


unique and has served in recent years to strengthen the 
office of Speaker and to strengthen that very presumption 
of neutrality. 

It is my view that the presiding officers have executed 
their duties, in the past and most specifically over the last 
several days, with a degree of dignity that reflects well on 
all of us. My faith in their abilities and in the sensitivity to 
their unique roles has grown immensely, and I might say 
that this House owes them a huge debt of gratitude. 

As to the issue at hand, I am of the view that simply 
because the Chair has acknowledged her membership in a 
particular political party does not mean that she has in any 
way diminished her ability to preside with fairness and 
neutrality. To suggest that just because a member has 
participated in filing of amendments means he or she 
cannot preside with fairness is a notion that would be 
tantamount to meaning that this place cannot function at 
all. Clearly, such a view cannot be allowed to stand. I 
uphold the ruling of the Chair.

Mr Bisson: On a point of privilege, Chair: I’ve been 
following intently your reading of the amendments and the 
last couple of amendments have been quite fine.

Number two is 
that I have had a number of calls at my office about your 
reading the amendments quickly. There are a large number 
of people in the francophone community watching this who 
are not able to keep up with you at that speed. I would ask 
you to slow down just a bit so that the translators can keep 
up to you, out of respect for the community. 

The Second Deputy Chair: I'l] come to that point of 
privilege. I want to address members in the gallery. We’re 
very pleased that you’re here observing the democratic 
process. This is your provincial Legislature, and we’ re very 
pleased that you’re here. But the rules are that there are 
absolutely no demonstrations, and that means clapping, 
waving, talking, anything like that. The rules are very strict. 
The members down here can do almost anything they 
please and it’s kind of tolerated. But the rules are very strict 
and I have to enforce the rules that this Legislature has laid 
down. They’re very long and tedious and fill volumes of 
books. I wouldn’t want to see somebody ejected on this 
nice afternoon. That’s enough notice. 

I’m addressing the member for Cochrane South on a 
point of privilege. Your privilege is? 

Mr Bisson: There were two points of privilege. The first 
one was that as you’re reading these amendments your 
voice is going down and it’s hard to follow you, hard to 
listen to what you’re reading. The second point is you’re 
reading so fast that the translators who are translating for 
the French language cannot keep up. I’ ve had a number of 
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calls on that. I would ask you, out of respect for the 
francophones who are watching, to slow down a little bit so 
that they’re able to follow along, as is anybody else if 
they’re able to listen to you. 

Mrs Marland: Use your earphones. 

The Second Deputy Chair: Order. It’s my job to make 
sure that every rule is obeyed. I have to address things of 
privilege so I need order in this House when I’m doing that. 

The part about my voice going down: The air is very dry 
in here. I don’t know if you’ ve noticed it but I noticed the 
member for Algoma coughing when he first came in. It’s 
very dry. I’m trying to have some water to do that. I’m 
sorry. I can’t do a darn thing about my voice. 

The speed and things like that: There are two things. One 
is that there are a lot of words in this amendment that are 
repeated. It’s very repetitious, I should say. I have slowed 
down. I want to address that issue. I have been in this chair 
just about an hour and 10 minutes. I have done 45 of these 
now. 
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Mr Gerretsen: That’s not true. Mr Chair, there’s a sign 
being held up there. 

The Second Deputy Chair: I’m addressing the member 
for Cochrane South. 

Mr Gerretsen: Turn it the other way around.

I can tell you that I have slowed down. I have done 10, 
12 or 15 of these two-hour sessions reading these into the 
record, and that’s what I’m to do.

I’ve risen several times before 
in the House about issues like this. The box right next to 
the member for Beaches- Woodbine had “NDP” on it. After 
I stood on that point of order she removed one of the NDP 
signs and simply turned the box in another direction with 
the NDP sign still being there. Although I can’t see it from 
here, Mr Speaker, the fact is that it is here in this House, 
and I think the member for Beaches- Woodbine admits that 
it is. 
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I think you have ruled, and other Chairs have ruled, that 
political demonstrations are not in order in this House. 
Simply turning the box doesn’t make the problem go away; 
you simply move the box back and have the NDP signs 
visible. I wouldn’t rise on a frivolous matter, because this 
isn’t, Mr Speaker. I would ask you to rule on this and ask 
the member for Beaches- Woodbine and all members of not 
only the NDP but the Liberal Party, and the Conservative 
Party for that matter, to remove anything that may have 
their party name on it. 

There’s nothing on this side of the House that has the 
party name on it, but I know that members opposite have 
signs with the NDP name on them. 

Ms Lankin: Mr Speaker, I have full respect for the 
ruling you made with respect, for example, to buttons. As 
you can see — and I’m someone who wore a button every 
day in this Legislature — I’ve ceased that practice as a 
result of your ruling. I have attempted to ensure that any 
documents or anything we’re using is not in any way 
material that could be interpreted as a demonstration. I 
would say that for it to be a demonstration, it has to be 
demonstrable, which does mean it has to be in sight and 
being shown and being displayed. 

As you know, we have many boxes with thousands of 
pages in them with copies of the amendment so that we can 
follow along. I’ve attempted, not because I thought there 
was anything wrong, because quite frankly these are down 
on the floor between desks, to keep them out of sight of the 
Legislature. In order to facilitate moving along, because it 
wasn’t a big issue to me, I attempted to move the box in 
such a way that it was no longer offending the member and 
that the particular label he was objecting to wasn’t visible 
to him or to other members in the Legislature. 

I would point out that in his challenge to the Chair he 
indicated that he could still see it, although he has corrected 
himself on the record now, indicating he can’t see it. I did 
attempt to comply with the concern that had been raised by 
the Chair. He seemed to think it was fine. 

Last, I just want you to know that I have ensured that 
nobody has come near this area and I’ve kept the evidence 
intact, should you wish to look and see it for yourself. But 
I assure that it was viewed by the staff at the table, who 
have looked at it and indicated that there is nothing visible 
at this point. 
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The Speaker: The ruling —I don’t think I need to 
recess on it. Actually, I think I do. Let me reconsider that. 
Let’s take a 10-minute recess and just review the sub- 
mission.

_ The Speaker (Hon Chris Stockwell): Be seated, please. 

The First Deputy Chair (Ms Marilyn Churley): Mr 
Speaker, I have made a ruling in the House that has been 
challenged. The minister from Willowdale was making a 
point of order that all of the amendments didn’t have to be 
read in their fullness, based on practices in the House. I 
ruled that members have a right to know what they are 
voting on, and I was going to proceed and say that I will 
therefore read the amendment unless the process is dis- 
pensed. My ruling has been challenged. 

__ The Speaker: Thank you. 

Hon Charles Harnick (Attorney General, minister 
responsible for native affairs): Mr Speaker, I would first 
like to refer you to standing order 26. Standing order 26 
States that when the question under discussion does not 
appear on the Orders and Notices paper or has not been 
printed and distributed, any member may require it to be 
read at any time of the debate but not so as to interrupt a 
member while speaking. I have a couple of submissions to 
make about that section. 

First of all, I submit to you that the amendments have all 
been printed and distributed to all caucuses in this place, 
and I don’t believe there is any dispute about that fact. I 
also believe and submit, Mr Speaker, that we are no longer 
within the time of debate. The debate concluded with the 
time allocation motion, and the time allocation motion took 
us into the next or the voting procedural stage of the 
process. 

I also submit to you that the time allocation motion that 
we are dealing with is on all fours with the time allocation 
motion that was dealt with under Bill 26. Mr Speaker, the 
next thing I’d like to refer you to is to the Hansard for the 
standing committee on general government, Bill 26, the 
Savings and Restructuring Act, dated January 26, 1996, at 
page G-1429. I'd just like to read a portion of that to you, 
to show you what the practice of the House is in the same 
circumstance that we are now in. It begins under the 
number 1300, and it says: 

“The Chair: Thank you, Mr Silipo. That is not a point of 
order. 

“The beginning place for this is schedule E, amendments 
to the Capital Investment Plan Act, 1993, and the Highway 
Traffic Act relating to highway tolls. We will deal with the 
amendments first. The first amendment is an NDP amend- 
ment to subsection 1(1). 

“Ms Lankin: Excuse me. What page are you on? 

_ “Mrs McLeod: Just give us a fighting chance to start at 
the right place, Mr Chair. 

“The Chair: Page 11. 


“Mrs McLeod: Page 11. 

“Mr Clement: Of the amendments. 

“Mrs McLeod: Oh. Thank you very much. 

“The Chair: All those in favour? 

“Ms Lankin: Just a second. I haven’t even got to the 
page, Mr Chair. I know you’re certainly anxious, but, you 
know” — 

Then Mr Silipo states: 

“Aren’t you going to read this, Mr Chair? 

“The Chair: By virtue of the fact that they’re deemed to 
have been moved, they’re also deemed to have been read. 

“Mr Silipo: Okay. So you won’t have to read them 
again” — 

Speaker, what I submit to you is that this demonstrates 
a practice that exists in this Legislature, and I say that by 
virtue of the practice that took place before the standing 
committee on general government. I believe that we have 
a way to deal with now agreeing that all of these amend- 
ments that we are now so tediously reading can be deemed 
to be read, and we can then get on with the voting process 
and we can in fact identify all of this series of amendments 
by merely identifying the street, because every one of them 
is the same, and certainly every member of the Legislature 
is familiar with the contents of these amendments. We’ ve 
heard them read now for almost — Thursday, Friday, 
Saturday, Sunday — we’ve done about four full days now. 

So, Mr Speaker, I submit to you that we can proceed 
with the amendments without the need to read them in, and 
I think there is an opportunity now to break the deadlock 
and move forward and ultimately begin the voting process 
on Bill 103. 

Ms Frances Lankin (Beaches-Woodbine): Mr Speaker, 
before I begin, could I ask if the member could give us the 
citation again of the Hansard reference that he just made so 
that we could take a look at that while we’re proceeding? 
1530 

Hon Mr Harnick: It’s the standing committee on 
general government, Bill 26, Savings and Restructuring 
Act, 26 January 1996, page G-1429. 

Ms Lankin: Thank you very much. Firstly, Mr Speaker, 
I want to make the point that the Attorney General obvious- 
ly had a number of references to standing orders and to 
Hansard transcripts which he believed are in support of the 
point of order. I would put to you that it would have been 
appropriate for the Attorney General to make that argu- 
ment, as well, before the committee of the whole so the 
committee of the whole had full information when attempt- 
ing to rule on this and also so that the members of the 
opposition were aware of the arguments that were being put 
and would be in a position also to respond, at that time and 
before you, to those arguments. I believe that is disrespect- 
ful of the process. 
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Secondly, to go to the point of order that has been raised, 
the minister refers to standing order 26. I would suggest to 
you that is not relevant to the order at hand. It reads: 

“When the question under discussion does not appear on 
the Orders and Notices paper, or has not been printed and 
distributed, any member may require it to be read at any 
time of the debate, but not so as to interrupt a member 
while speaking.” 

Firstly, it deals with a question. The question under 
consideration here is not the amendment. The question 
under consideration is section 24 of the bill, but more 
importantly, it deals with during a debate, and as we know, 
we are not in that stage. 

With respect to the Hansard reference that the minister 
has provided the assembly with, I point out to you that it is 
a Hansard reference from a standing committee and the 
procedures there are in fact quite different than the pro- 
cedures in committee of the whole and in the House. 

Just to help you, and to give you an example of another 
Hansard reference of a committee of the whole, which I 
believe is more relevant and more to the point, more in 
keeping with what we have here, I would refer you to the 
Hansard from Tuesday 6 July 1993, when the assembly was 
in committee of the whole House dealing with Bill 48. ’'m 
referring now to page 2234. At that time the Chair indi- 
cated: 

“It is now 5:45 and according to the terms of the order of 
the House dated July 5, 1993, all remaining amendments 
are deemed to have been moved. I shall now put every 
question necessary to dispose of all remaining sections and 
amendments.” 

If you look at the pages that follow you will see that 
when it comes to amendments to particular sections, those 
are read into the record, actually, to the point where, on 
page 2236, the Honourable Mr Laughren, the then Minister 
of Finance, requested “Dispense.” At that point in time the 
Chair, as the practice has been in this committee of the 
whole, inquired of the members in the committee of the 
whole, “Dispense?” At that point one member, Mr 
Stockwell, said, “Read it in.” The Chair continued, at that 
point in time, to read the entire amendment. That process 
continued for a number of pages, and I guess at some point 
in time some member of the government — I don’t know, 
it doesn’t clearly say whether it was Mr Laughren again or 
not — at page 2241, requested “Dispense,” and the Chair 
asked “Dispense?” and one member, Mr Stockwell, said, 
“No, read it in.” I won’t continue; the record does continue. 

Mr Speaker, I am sure you will know exactly what you 
ruled, but if memory, which is a bit foggy at this point, 
serves me well, I believe at the beginning of this process 
you indicated that it would be appropriate for these matters 
to be read in. It has been indicated that it would be appro- 
priate for it to be read in at this point unless there is 
unanimous consent to dispense, as well as when we get to 
the deferred votes. 

There have been precedents in the House, during the 
stacked deferred votes, where members require the amend- 
ment to be read in for clarification of the process, and in 
order for orderly proceedings with respect to the voting, it 
is entirely possible for it to be read in a second time at that 
point. Recognizing that with the doors tiled it’s a very long 


process, on many occasions members have not done that, 
but I believe it is entirely in order. 

I would indicate that I have not yet received a copy of 
the Hansard transcript that the minister refers to. I’ ve asked 
staff to get that copy. I don’t know whether that would 
provide any other reasons or arguments that I would wish 
to put to you. I’m sorry to be in this situation, but as I 
indicated, the minister chose not to reveal his arguments 
prior to asking the Chair of the committee of the whole for 
a ruling. 

Mr James J. Bradley (St Catharines): Mr Speaker, 
clearly those who have been in the House for a number of 
years would know that the common practice has been to 
read the amendments unless there was an agreement. It’s a 
rather simple matter that the Attorney General has raised in 
the House. If there has been unanimous agreement not to 
read the amendments in the House then that has been 
allowed. When people say “Dispense” and there’s general 
agreement to dispense, we’ve always dispensed with the 
reading of it. When there has been even one person who 
has objected to the dispensing motion or suggestion, then 
the presiding officer has in fact had the amendments read. 
It seems to me you did rule on that earlier, and that has 
been the practice, to my knowledge, if that’s helpful to you, 
over the years, in any instances when I’ ve been in commit- 
tee of the whole. 

Hon Mr Harnick: Mr Speaker, I think what we’re 
talking about is the issue or the definition of legislative 
practice. I don’t think, and I submit to you, that there is any 
right or wrong answer to what a practice is. Practices 
develop in given circumstances. The situation that I 
referred you to from the general government committee 
was a practice that developed and in fact worked quite 
successfully in that process. What I submit to you is that, 
yes, in certain circumstances, as the member for 
Beaches-Woodbine outlined, a different practice was used. 
It doesn’t mean that what happened at the general govern- 
ment committee was wrong or that a mistake was made in 
the case that the member for Beaches-Woodbine sets out. 
What it does mean, I submit to you, is that you have the — 
flexibility to take a look at how broadly you wish to define | 
practice. | 

Given the circumstances that we are in today, given the 
circumstances that today it appears that amendments are 
created by computer as opposed to by thoughtful drafting, 
certainly you have a certain latitude to say what the prac- 
tice should be in conjunction with the particular situation 
that we are in. I don’t think, Mr Speaker, again, that there’s 
a right or wrong answer, but I think the general circum- 
stances that exist should be considered. 

Mr Bud Wildman (Algoma): I’ve listened carefully 
and I now have the reference that the Attorney General has 
referred to, of the general government committee. I think 
it’s important to recognize two things. I agree with him that 
there may not be a right or wrong answer in dealing with 
practice. We are dealing in this committee of the whole 
House with the normal practice of this House, and that is, 
where there is a request for dispensing of reading, the Chair 
asks if the House agrees, and if there is not unanimous 
consent then the amendment is read. That is normal 
practice, a long-time practice that I have been familiar with 
for 22 years in this Legislature. 
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If we look at the particular matter in the standing 
committee on general government that is cited by the 
Attorney General, you’|] see that on G-1429 and on G-1430 
there is some discussion in the committee about whether or 
not the amendments will be read and the Chair says they 
shave been deemed to have been read. I think what is 
significant is the reaction of other members of the commit- 
tee to that. They acquiesce. In other words, they agree. It is 
done by agreement. They agreed.

Hon Mr Harnick: Let’s hear what Mrs Caplan says. 

Mrs Caplan just says, “Now, when you’re saying page 
11, is that page 11 on the printed page or page 11 —”

11 of the amendments.” 

Then Ms McLeod says on the next page, 1430: “There 
are pages where the amendments have been renumbered, as 
you know, including at the nth hour. It is virtually imposs- 
ible for anybody to have renumbered all these pages, so if 
you could at least give us some indication of what we’re 
dealing with, it would be helpful.” 

_ “The Chair: As we go through, we will try to avoid any 
conclusion.” 

So they proceed. I would submit to you that this is done 
with the acquiescence of the members of the committee. 

__ We have been asked here for unanimous consent repeat- 
edly, and for whatever reason, various members of the 
committee of the whole House have not agreed to unani- 
mous consent to dispense with the reading. 

- Hon Ernie L. Eves (Deputy Premier, Minister of 
Finance): Mr Speaker, if I may briefly address the same 
point of order, I would like to bring to your attention that 
the ruling that was given by the Chair of the standing 
committee on general government that’s been alluded to by 
the Attorney General was agreed to by the member for 
Oriole, the member for Dovercourt, the member for 
Beaches-Woodbine — 

_ Mr Wildman: That’s my point. 

_ Hon Mr Eves: — who is now speaking in opposition to 
the argument, and the member for Fort William. All did not 
unanimously agree, with all due respect, I say to the 
member for Algoma. They accepted the Chair’s ruling. 

_ Mr Wildman: They didn’t. 

_. Hon Mr Eves: No, they accepted the Chair’s ruling. 

There was no call for unanimous consent. I invite you to 
look at Hansard, Mr Speaker, and see if unanimous consent 
Was ever requested or asked for, because they agreed that 
the Chair had made, in fact, an appropriate and proper 
ruling. 

There is a difference also, I say to the member for 
Beaches-Woodbine, between the circumstance that the 
member for St Catharines alluded to, because I believe, if 
you check the Hansard and the two examples they have 
chosen, they were not dealing there with a time allocation 
motion. 

_ The difference is quite precise and to the point, I think. 
Ina time allocation motion, where they have been deemed 
to have been moved, we have one ruling I know of in the 
history of the Ontario Legislature where the Chair of a 
committee has ruled that where they have been deemed to 
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have been moved, they have also been deemed to have 
been read. That is the difference between the two circum- 
stances that the member for Beaches-Woodbine was 
alluding to and that the member for St Catharines was 
alluding to, and I would respectfully ask you to take those 
matters under advisement. 

Mr John Gerretsen (Kingston and The Islands): Mr 
Speaker, when we speak about a body of law, such as 
tradition and precedents, that we have in the House or 
anyplace else, we’re talking about a series of positions that 
have been taken over a certain period of time, out of which 
then certain conclusions can be drawn, upon which parlia- 
ments in the future can rely. 

If the Attorney General and the Minister of Finance 
point merely to one isolated incident where in one commit- 
tee of this House — not the committee of the whole, not the 
House itself but a committee of the House — that has either 
been unanimously agreed to by that committee or acqui- 
esced in by certain members of that committee, if he relies 
on that as being the precedent for no longer going through 
with the standard practice of having the amendments read 
either in the committee of the whole or before committees, 
then I would say he is totally wrong in that. Practice and 
precedent take a lot more than one isolated incident that 
may have occurred in the past on which to rely for any 
future ruling. I would suggest and respectfully submit that 
you uphold the ruling of the Chair. 

Ms Lankin: Mr Speaker, I want to come back to again 
underline the distinction between a ruling that was made by 
a Chair of a standing committee, in a process in a standing 
committee, and a process in committee of the whole under 
a time-allocated bill, which is where we are now. The 
Hansard reference I provided for you I believe is more to 
the point. But while I know you have on a number of 
occasions indicated that you could not overrule what 
happens in a standing committee, that it’s a different 
process, we do know that there are sometimes decisions 
taken there that we have all in this assembly questioned but 
we live with those. 

The particular Chair of this standing committee actually 
liked the concept of deeming, I guess. There was a debate 
that followed two pages on from where the Attorney 
General read into the record today which was when the 
members got into voting on the amendments and the Chair 
indicated that he would have to read through all 350 
amendments, and if there were divisions, the divisions 
would be stacked to the end and then we would go through 
them again and would have to vote on them all at that point 
in time. At that point, given that we weren’t reading the 
text of the amendments in, it would have been a series of, 
“Amendment 1: ayes, nays, division, deferred; amendment 
2: ayes, nays, division, deferred.” The discussion that 
ensued went something like this, and I as a member of the 
committee at that time, along with a number of others, was 
trying to bring some reason to the approach and suggested 
in the middle of the text of my interjection on page 1430: 

“So far, you’ve told us that we’ve deemed that they’ve 
all been moved and we’ve deemed that they’ve all been 
debated, we’ve deemed that they’ ve all been read into the 
record. We’re doing a lot of deeming, so let’s deem one 
more time. Let’s deem that they have all been read and 
divided on and deferred and now called back. Let’s get 
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unanimous agreement to deem that they have all had a 
division requested on each one, deferred and now called 
back.” 

Then there’s a little more debate. Again I’m trying to be 
helpful at that point and I say: “I respect the rules. Because 
I have chaired enough” of them. I’m trying to bring some 
reason. Without reading it to you, I go through the request 
again and suggest that we “deem that all the amendments 
have been put to this committee and deem that a division 
had been requested on each one. That now brings you back 
to the point of going through them to take a recorded vote. 
I would hope that’s a helpful suggestion.” The Chair at the 
time says, “Is everybody in favour of — ” and Mrs Caplan 
and other members of the committee, government and all, 
agree, and that is the process that is followed from there on. 

I would argue to you it actually is a set of bizarre rulings 
through the course of that day and I think probably not one 
of the best examples of appropriate chairing and interpreta- 
tion of rules of order that could be brought before the 
House. 

But I do return to my primary point, which is that it is 
not on point and the reference to Bill 48 committee of the 
whole is a much more relevant precedent for you to review. 

Mr Wildman: I won’t prolong this. I just want to clarify 
one thing. When I was speaking earlier, the Attorney 
General interjected to quote Mrs Caplan, on G-1430, as 
saying, “We never agreed to that crap.” She did indeed say 
that but she wasn’t referring to what he said she was 
referring to. She was referring to the time allocation 
motion. Indeed, I think none of the members of the opposi- 
tion agreed to that “crap” — if I can use the colloquial- 
ism — the time allocation motion. 

Farther on page 1431, after the reference my colleague 
from Beaches-Woodbine refers to in which she suggested 
a way of dealing with this, Mr Silipo says, “That we can do 
with agreement, Mr Chair.” Mrs Caplan says, “Agreed.” 

The Speaker: I appreciate the submissions from all 
sides. I think I’l] take 30 minutes to review the submissions 
and other things. 

The House recessed from 1549 to 1624. 

The Speaker: I will be taking an additional two-hour 
recess. I’m going to review some materials and I will get 
back to the House at that time. 

The House recessed from 1625 to 1825. 

The Speaker: I’m going to ask for another hour. I 
realize that it’s difficult and it’s time-consuming, but I need 
another hour. 

The House recessed from 1826 to 1932. 

The Speaker: I want to thank all members for their 
submissions on this issue, and in addition, for their patience 
during the extended recess. 

I want to begin by explaining procedures with respect to 
considerations of motions in the House. A motion must 
first be moved by a member. It is then read from the chair 
for consideration and finally a decision by the House. In the 
case of clause-by-clause consideration of a bill in commit- 
tee, the same procedures apply. A member moves an 
amendment and the amendment is then read from the chair. 
The reason for this is very straightforward. It is a safeguard 
mechanism in the system that helps to prevent errors from 
being made. Because we do not require that notice be given 
for all amendments to bills in committee, at least the com- 


mittee of the whole, and do not print or distribute to all 
members the text of the proposed amendments, several 
versions of an amendment may exist. 

The practice of requiring an amendment to be read 
provides all members present with the opportunity to hear 
the proposed amendment. For the Chair, the clerks and 
those members who have received the printed amendments 
in advance, it is an opportunity to compare what is being 
read with the printed text that is before them. The funda- 
mental parliamentary principle behind this procedure is that 
every member has a right to know what he or she is voting 
on. 

Under a time allocation motion such as we are currently 
operating under, the procedure is altered somewhat. The 
first part of the process is eliminated by virtue of the terms 
of the motions which state the amendments are deemed to 
have been moved. This does not, however, mean that the 
amendment is also deemed to have been read from the 
chair. Indeed, the reading from the chair in this circum- 
stance would be the first time the amendment is ever heard. 
The Chair may only dispense with the reading of the 
amendment with unanimous consent, even in the face of a 
time allocation motion such as the one we are operating 
under. 

The precedent cited by the member for Beaches-Wood- 
bine with respect to the committee of the whole consider- 
ation of the Social Contract Act, 1993, bears this out. The 
excerpt from the standing committee on general govern- 
ment provided by the Attorney General in my view does 
not convey a definitive ruling to the contrary. Therefore, I 
find the Chair was absolutely correct in his ruling. Our 
practices and procedures require the amendments to be 
read. 

However, in considering this point of order, I was struck 
by the principle behind the practice, that is, that every 
member has a right to know what he or she is voting on. I, 
as Speaker, have a responsibility to preserve that right, but 
I believe that a modern definition of Speaker requires that 
decisions are taken which are also in the best interests of 
the institution of Parliament. On occasion, in particular 
when faced with extraordinary circumstances, Speakers 
may have to intervene in a way which seeks to enable the 
parliamentary process to accomplish the business at hand. 
For example, in 1981, following extended bell ringing in 
the House of Commons of Canada, Speaker Sauvé inti- 
mated that in the future she would be more proactive. 

In this House, Speaker Warner, quoting Speaker Fraser, 
said on May 27, 1991, that the Speaker does have a latitude 
to act in exceptional instances. I believe this House finds 
itself in an exceptional circumstance. Committee of the 
whole is dealing with a extraordinary number of amend- 
ments. A substantial number of those amendments are 
identically worded, with the exception of a street which is 
different on each. 

Over the last several days, I have searched other jurisdic- 
tions for solutions to this conundrum that we find ourselves 
in. To be frank, we have found some solutions that other 
jurisdictions have developed over the last 20 years because 
they were faced with very similar dilemmas. These juris- 
dictions had to work their way through these difficulties 
and subsequently develop rules to resolve them. The 
problem we have is that those rules are not applicable to 
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_ this Parliament and these particular circumstances. There- 
fore, I am proposing to do two things. First, in this instance, 
for the purpose of the balance of the NDP amendments to 
section 24(4), a copy of the wording of the amendment 
minus the street name will be made available to each 
member. The Chair then will be required to read the street 
‘name prior to putting the question on each amendment. 

Let me be very clear. This process will be applied to this 
series of amendments only and should not be construed to 
_bea precedent for the reading of amendments in the future. 
This does not mean that I’m finding these amendments to 
be frivolous or tendered in a spirit of mockery. The mem- 
bers should understand that this decision will only shorten 
this process up to a point. You must understand we are still 
going to be here for an extended period of time. 

In closing, I implore the House leaders to begin the 
process of negotiating an agreement that will resolve this 
impasse for the benefit of the members, the employees, the 
citizens of this province and this great institution.

I don’t see any requirement 
that if the guy is a poor speller that you’re in charge of 
ensuring that he knows how to spell street names in 
Toronto — that is, if this street is in Toronto, because so 
many of them haven’t been. Chair, there is no requirement 
for this and it is making a mockery of this process. 

The Chair: I have to reconfirm what I just said: Each 
member is entitled to know what they’re voting for. If a 
member asks me for the spelling, I have no other choice 
than to give him or her the spelling. 

Mr John R. Baird (Nepean): On a point of order, Mr 
Chairman. 

The Chair: A point of order on this amendment? 

Mr Baird: Yes. Could perhaps one of the assistant 
clerks take the pile and photocopy it and provide the 
member from Fort Frances the papers so that he will have 
it right in front of him if he can’t spell? 

Interjections. 

The Chair: Order. The understanding was that each of 
you were to receive a copy of the amendment without the 
street on it. That was the understanding, and that is the 
procedure I’m going to follow. 

The member from Durham? 

Mr Jim Flaherty (Durham Centre): What has been 
happening here — we saw it on Friday and Saturday — is 
that these are NDP motions; they have them there. They’ ve 
been withdrawing them before they’ve been even read by 
the Chair because they’re duplicates. They know full well 
each and every piece of paper you’ re looking at, sir, and for 
them to ask them to be read is an insult to the House and an 
insult to the ruling the Speaker just made. The leader of the 
NDP has them right beside him in the box and he can look 
at them, sir. 

Interjections. 

The Chair: Order. Take your seat, please. Look at the 
whole thing objectively. Look at the length of time it took 
before and look at the time it takes now. Let’s try it out. If 
it doesn’t work, we’ll work — 

Interjections. 

The Chair: Order. If you don’t like my ruling, appeal 
it — simple as that. Okay, we’]] do that. 

The committee rose and requested a ruling of the 
Speaker.

The Speaker: Please be seated. 

The Chair: Mr Speaker, Iimplemented your ruling, then 
the member stood up on a point of order asking for me to 
spell the name of the street, which I did, because you said 
that each member is entitled to know exactly what they are 
voting for, and there was a member who objected to that. 
That’s why we request your ruling on this. 

Mr Flaherty: Mr Speaker, the point of order raised by 
the member for Rainy River upon which there was a ruling 
by the Chair was that he needed to have the spelling of the 
various street names. The reality which is evident from 
Hansard over the past several days is that these are NDP 
motions, as you the Speaker have noted. 

The boxes of the motions are sitting beside the leader of 
the third party. They have been going through them motion 
by motion and withdrawing some of them, because they are 
either blank or they do not refer to a place that exists in 
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Toronto; so they are obviously following them along. That 
has been going on Friday and Saturday and Sunday. 

For the leader of the third party to stand here and say he 
requires spellings of documents that can be handed to him, 
that are right by his left arm, I submit is not in the spirit of 
the ruling the Speaker made but 10 or 15 minutes ago, 
particularly given that some of the motions are clearly out 
of order and need to be withdrawn in any event. If they 
have to be withdrawn, that means they’re following them. 
They can’t have it both ways, Speaker. 

Interjection. 

Mr Flaherty: The member for Algoma acknowledges 
they’re following along. If they are following along, 
they’re looking at the spellings. That is why I ask you to 
exercise your discretion, which you have indicated already 
you’re prepared to exercise to move the process forward, in 
interpreting the time allocation motion of what’s necessary 
to be put for the members to follow along. I submit that 
what’s necessary to be put is the name, which is clearly 
being read by the Chair of the committee of the whole 
House. 

Mr Tony Silipo (Dovercourt): Mr Speaker, you have 
just made only minutes ago a fairly significant ruling, 
which you yourself categorized as being exceptional to deal 
with the exceptional circumstance that we find ourselves in. 
I think it behooves all of us in the spirit of accepting, as we 
must, your ruling, that that surely still leaves two important 
things: 

First is that these amendments, it should be remembered, 
are in order. You have ruled on that three or four times at 
least. For the member for Durham Centre to stand up and 
still persist in saying that these amendments are out of 
order is an insult to the Assembly and to the Speaker. 

Secondly, and most directly to the point: surely, sir, your 
ruling has to leave in the hands of the Chair who is chairing 
the committee of the whole the latitude to on occasion 
provide the correct spelling of the street name when 
requested, so that people can be sure which street we are 
voting on. There are, as you know, being yourself a 
member from Metropolitan Toronto, many streets which 


sound similar but have different spellings, because they are - 


different streets. There are many streets that have the same 
name with different connotations in terms of whether they 
are roads or crescents, and sometimes in the exchange it’s 
not clear exactly which one it is. 

It requires that kind of latitude left in the hands of the 
Chair. For you to go to the point of prescribing whether or 
not a request to the Chair on occasion for spelling to 
ascertain the amendment we are voting on would be really 
stretching the parameters of the ruling that you have made 
and the very significant nature of it in a way that would 
make it unreasonable. I don’t think that was the intent of 
your ruling only moments ago. 

Hon Mr Wilson: On the same point, Mr Speaker, your 
ruling a few minutes ago, I think, was consistent with not 
only the traditions of the House but also the fundamentals 
of parliamentary law. If we look at Beauchesne’s sixth 
edition, the very sacred principles of parliamentary law, are 
listed, and one reads as follows: “To enable every member 
to express opinions within limits necessary to preserve 
decorum and prevent an unnecessary waste of time.” 
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Mr Speaker, there also are some principles of some of us 
who were brought up in this society, and that is that we 
tave responsibility to inform ourselves to a certain degree. 
‘ think the honourable member, given that these are his 
amendments, has a responsibility to inform himself about 
he correct spelling of the street name contained in the NDP 
imendments. 

I would put to you that this is a waste of time. If the 
1onourable members across the way are going to insist on 
he spelling of every word in their amendments. I put to 
you, Mr Speaker, that it is a mockery of this process. You 
/ourself just a few minutes ago tried to shorten the process 
ind said very clearly in your ruling that you do not see the 
yrocess that you ruled on as a mockery. I think we are 
setting into the realm of mockery and frivolous if the 
ionourable members are going to insist on spelling every- 
hing in their motions. 

_ Secondly, I would hope that if we do not receive a 
avourable ruling from you on this point, at least in a very 
‘ew minutes from now you will be back to rule that the 
»oints of order we’re expecting from across the way are 
lilatory in nature. I would put to you again, Mr Speaker, 
hat it is a waste of time to spell out these names of streets 
vhen they are their motions. 

_ Hon Al Palladini (Minister of Transportation): You 
vould think that the leader of the third party would per- 
onally know all the streets that would be directly attached 
0 him. I just don’t understand. All it is, Mr Speaker, is 
imply a tack to stall and waste time, and this is contrary to 
vhat you ruled on and what you try to do in this House.

The Speaker: Minister of Transportation, I’m up, and 
hat means you are out of order if I’m up. That wasn’t what 
ruled. Having me sit here and you telling me that’s how 
Tuled — it isn’t.

_Mr Hampton: Speaker, a few minutes ago in your 
uling, I believe you said that it was essential in this 
Tocess, which is not a debate process — I believe if you 
2ad the citation that the minister of Health cited, it deals 
nth debate. We’re not in a debate process. We are in the 
Tocess now of putting amendments, amendments which 
/ill be voted on. 

_ My point would be, Speaker, that following from your 
aling of a few minutes ago, we are entitled to know what 
is now that is in the amendment and what it is that we 
nll eventually be voting on. 

_I would make the point to you, Speaker, that several of 
1ese names have an unusual spelling. Several of these 
ames have a spelling which is somewhat similar to other 
ames. In order that we may be absolutely sure of what it 
} that is being put before us, and in order that we may be 
Ssolutely sure of what it is that we will eventually be 
Oting on, it would seem to me that we would be entitled, 
3 the Chair ruled, to, if we have any doubts, have the 
articular name spelled for us to lend greater certainty. 
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That was the point I raised with the Chair and the Chair 
accepted that point. I would urge in this instance, Speaker, 
that you uphold the Chair. I think it follows from the ruling 
which you made earlier, in terms of lending certainty to 
members, allowing members to be absolutely sure of what 
it is that is being placed in the form of an amendment, and 
what we will eventually vote on. 

Mr Tony Martin (Sault Ste Marie): Mr Speaker, you’ II 
also know that what we do here in this place is not just for 
us here, it’s for people out there watching who see this as 
a very important part of the political process in this prov- 
ince.

It’s my understanding that’s the way Hansard will 
proceed and I just wanted to confirm that that was the case. 
If it is the case, I would then proceed to a second related 
point of order.

Mrs McLeod: There are no tricks in this, Madam Chair, 
just in case government members are wondering. 

The First Deputy Chair: | think it’s fair for people to 
raise points of order about procedure in this place, espec- 
ially after a ruling that changes the way we’ re doing things.

The Second Deputy Chair: No, no, no. Order. The | 


member for Grey-Owen Sound, please come to order. 
Mr Murdoch: What was the name of the street? 


The Second Deputy Chair: No, no, no. Come to order. | 
I want to explain this because I want this job to get done in | 


the expedient manner that you want it done. 


I’m addressing the member for Scarborough North. I 
want to tell you the process, because maybe you haven't 
been here before. I’ve only been at this job for 32 hours. So 
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_lappreciate the help. After the “nays” have been taken, and 
this is a point of order, then the rules say that five members 
must be standing in their places to request a division. 

Interjections. 

The Second Deputy Chair: Order. I don’t want to be 
‘interrupted. I take a scan and if five members are standing 
in their places, then I say —I try to remember to say 
\ “deferred.” I’ve missed two in the last hour, but they’ve 
been corrected, I hope. But I can’t tell you who was 
, standing. Heaven’s sakes. I’d have to name the members, 
-and you know what that would do. That would cause 
| another problem. So no, if five members are standing, it’s 
deferred. If four or less are standing, it’s defeated. 

_ Mr Curling: Right. 

__ The Second Deputy Chair: When there are two people 
| standing I have to try to say who was up first and, yes, the 
Chair recognizes the member for Dovercourt on a point of 
, order. 

| Mr Silipo: On a point of order, Chair: I just wanted to 
be clear that the member for Willowdale, when he made his 
‘request, which was obviously appropriate and within the 
irules if he wants to make that, but he referred to the streets 
as NDP streets, and I’m sure that he would want to correct 
the record because these of course are not NDP streets. 
‘These are streets in the urban area that we are dealing with. 
_ The Second Deputy Chair: No, it’s an NDP motion and 
then the streets come down within it, but would you like to 
withdraw or was that just an inadvertent mistake or is it a 
‘mistake? 

_ Hon Mr Harnick: No, Chair. There was nothing 
inadvertent about that. They are NDP amendments, so they 
‘are streets that are in the NDP amendments. 

Mr Silipo: That clarifies it. 

Hon Mr Harnick: Certainly, I think that what I’ve 
indicated to the opposition is because a number — right 
‘now there are only three members in the Legislature — 
ithey can’t stand so their amendments are being defeated, 
and what I’m offering them on the basis of unanimous 
\consent is the opportunity to have all of their amendments 
pursuant to 24(4) deferred and not defeated, and we’re 
prepared to seek unanimous consent to see if they want to 
do that, and I renew that. 

' The Second Deputy Chair: Thank you for that. The 
member for Dovercourt, the member for Mississauga South 
was up before you. So the Chair is recognizing the member 
for Mississauga South. 

' Mrs Margaret Marland (Mississauga South): The 
process in this House for voting when you ask for the 
“ayes” and the “nays” has always been very straightfor- 
ward and quite traditional, and when you decide that the 
nays have it, it doesn’t matter in what motion, it doesn’t 
‘matter the nays on one side of the House or the other, the 
people who do not agree then must stand in their place. 
‘And that process, that procedure is well recognized and has 
been used probably for in excess of 100 years in our 
parliaments in Upper Canada. 

We now have a system where all members on the 
Opposition benches are standing all the time, and I simply 
ask you, how we have now slid into a process where you 
don’t know if they’re standing because they want to stretch 
or because they can’t sit or for some other reason. So 
unless they make the action of standing to record opposi- 
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tion and five standing in their places, we’re slipping into a 
very sloppy procedure, and I suggest to you that in order 
for these votes to be registered properly, it is necessary for 
members to stand in their place. If they’re standing all the 
time, one of the complications for you is that you don’t 
know whether they’re registering their vote or not.

Frankly, I think it’s unacceptable for the lame and the 
maim and so forth to say, “Well, I want special dispensa- 
tion because I have a problem. Send in someone else from 
the caucus if that is the case. 

The Second Deputy Chair: The Chair wants to address 
the point of order to the member from Mississauga. I think 
that is a point of order. 

The member for Mississauga South has a point of order, 
and I’m going to clarify it for all—I was going to say 
forever, but no. It comes under 28(a). “When a voice vote 
has been taken on any question, a division may be required 
by five members standing in their places.” 

I have interpreted that — they don’t have to sit down in 
between, and so I guess that is my ruling, but you have the 
ability to appeal to the Speaker if you question my ruling. 

Interjection. 

The Second Deputy Chair: That is my ruling. So, yes, 
they may stand all the time, as long as they’re in place ina 
parliamentary way. I’m ruling that that is decorum. 

Please take your seats for a minute. Please take your 
seats. I wanted to get away from this lecturing because I 
don’t feel right that I did it, but I feel that I’m being taken 
advantage of. Right now, I’ve been in this Chair for about 
an hour. I have taken three points of privilege. I’ ve taken at 
least 10 points of order from one party, six from the other 
two parties. I think I have two more points of order to deal 
with, and let me tell you that I have only processed 61 of 
these amendments. 

Let me be very clear that I could do that many when I 
had to read every word in this 254-word motion. I did 103 
in a shift, I did over SO an hour. I don’t want to trivialize 
this. I don’t want to get into this thing about making a 
mockery of this place or trivializing it. But I want to be 
very clear that it is my job to let this House proceed at a 
rate that will expedite its business. If there are members 
that don’t want me to do that, then I wish that they would 
have a talk with themselves and decide, because if I have 
to, if I feel that any members are not wanting to expedite 
the work of this House, then I will be naming them and I 
will be doing that. 

Mr Silipo: On a point of order, Mr Chair: I appreciate 
your warning, I guess, is what I would take it as to us. 

The Second Deputy Chair: Oh, no, I wouldn’t warn 
anybody. 

Mr Silipo: Okay, your comments then, but I think you 
obviously have to deal with each point of order as it is 
raised and decide whether it’s appropriate or not and then 
determine your actions as a consequence. 

I wanted to rise on a point of order to ask that you 
remind members that it’s inappropriate and contrary to the 
rules to point to the presence or indeed the absence of 
members, and the member for Willowdale earlier on in a 
point referred to the absence of members on the opposition 
bench, and I think that’s out of order, and I would ask you 
to apply the rules in cases like that. 
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The Second Deputy Chair: I’m sorry, it’s not my habit 
to debate rules of order. I want to be very clear to the 
member for Dovercourt, because quite frankly I want to 
point out in a complimentary way the demeanour with 
which you have conducted yourself over the last 32 hours 
that I’ve been in this chair. 

Let me be very clear, the rules say, and it is a point of 
order, that a member cannot make reference to the absence 
of members. I know of nothing that says that they can’t 
make a reference to the presence of a member. That is my 
ruling. If you want to appeal? 

Mr Silipo: No. 

The Second Deputy Chair: Okay, are we ready to 
proceed? 

Mr Agostino: On a point of order, Mr Chair: Ill 
respond because I think there was a comment made by the 
member — 

The Second Deputy Chair: No, I’m sorry. No. We’re 
not here to debate any responses. You’ re rising on a point 
of order. 

Mr Agostino: Point of order. 

The Second Deputy Chair: Please take your seat for a 
minute. I want to explain what a point of order is. A point 
of order is that I’m doing something wrong, there’s some- 
thing wrong going on in the House, but it’s not to debate. 
We’re in committee of the whole. We are supposed to be 
expediting the reading of these — 

Mr Agostino: On a point of privilege — 

The Second Deputy Chair: Order. We’re supposed to 
be here to expedite the reading of these amendments into 
the records. That is what I’ve been told. If I’m doing 
something wrong, then tell me, but don’t ask me to let you 
discuss something else that’s been said or hasn’t been said 
or anything else like that. 

Mr Agostino: I had a point of privilege. 

The Second Deputy Chair: Sit down, please. Please 
take your seat. 

Mr Agostino: Let me make my point of privilege. 

The Second Deputy Chair: Please take your seat. You 
were on a point of order. I want to make a ruling on that. It 
was not a point of order. 

Mr Agostino: Here’s the point: A few minutes ago — 
and I think a member’s privilege has been breached — the 
member for Mississauga South made reference to members 
who have been given special circumstances to vote in 
different ways in this House. This House, by unanimous 
consent, allowed one member because of an injury to be 
able to vote in a way different than simply standing up, and 
I think the questioning of that decision by the member and 
the insensitivity is totally irresponsible based on a decision 
that was made by this House as a result of the fact that a 
member was injured and could not stand up. I think the 
member for Mississauga South should realize that and 
show a little bit of common sense rather than simply sit 
there and take shot at members across the floor who sitting 
there with a knee injury. 

The Second Deputy Chair: Order. That is not a point of 
privilege. 

Mr Sergio: On a point of order, Mr Chair: You have 
ruled on the point of order by the member for Willowdale 
as being a good point of order when he suggested that we 
should vote on all the amendments since he has named the

Mr Curling: I don’t think you should. 

The Second Deputy Chair: I’m sorry. You’ re standing 
and you’ re talking. 

Interjection. 

Mr Curling: Will you shut up. 

Interjections. 

The Second Deputy Chair: Order. The member for 
Scarborough North, I’d like you to take a second or two to 
think about that and then I will ask you to withdraw. Thank 
you. 

Mr Curling: Could I just — 

The Second Deputy Chair: I’m sorry. Why are you 
standing and talking? 

Mr Mario Sergio (Yorkview): On a point of order, Mr 
Chair — 

The Second Deputy Chair: No. I’m sorry, I think I 
have something here. 

Mr Curling: Mr Chair, I —

For instance, Mr Silipo might say, “We 
have four members in the Legislature in their seats.” They 
should be deemed standing when it’s the time to force a 
vote. 

The First Deputy Chair: That’s very generous of you. 
Thank you for that point of order and that very generous 
offer to the members of the opposition. It would be awk- 
ward, I think, to have the number called every time. 

Hon Mr Sterling: Could I just expand? If Mr Silipo 
said, “We have four members in the Legislature,” who 
would be standing at that point, as long as those four ~ 
members were in their seats, then that would be acceptable 
to us, that they would be standing when the time was 
appropriate. If one left, Mr Silipo would have to stand up 
and say, “We now have three members.”
